A Festival That Unites the Peoples of the World

ABU DHABI, October 12, 2021 (WAM) - The United Arab Emirates, under the generous patronage of 
His Highness the President Sheikh Khalifa bin Zayed Al Nahyan and the vigilant leadership of the 
Crown Prince and Deputy Commander-in-Chief of Abu Dhabi Sheikh Muhammad bin Zayed Al 
Nahyan The Sheikh Zayed Festival was held in Abu Dhabi's Al-Watba district with the support of 
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the Minister of Armed Forces and Presidential Affairs Sheikh Mansour bin Zayed Al Nahyan. The 
Ministry of Investment and Foreign Trade of Uzbekistan, the State Committee for Tourism 
Development, the Ministry of Culture and the Craftsmen's Association have invited Sheikh Zayed to 
the Festival of Cultural and Historical Heritage in Abu Dhabi, United Arab Emirates. Along with 26 
countries, Uzbekistan has a 
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national pavilion. The festival’s organizing committee has released a new visual media image with an 
original and modern design featuring a falcon and the Al Maktaa Bridge. These two striking images 
reflect the deeply futuristic views of the late Sheikh Zayed bin Sultan Al Nahyan. The new visual style 
represents a rich 


heritage, a bright future and an optimistic outlook for the next 50 years. Hawk’s sharp vision is a 
source of pride, and the Al Maktaa Bridge emphasizes the connection between generations and 
different world civilizations. The Sheikh Zayed Festival will hold its current session in an atmosphere 
of broad international participation and support the UAE’s efforts to spread the message of humanity. 
The festival will be attended mainly by Arab countries, as well as India, Pakistan, Bangladesh, 
Uzbekistan and other Muslim countries in Africa and Europe. States Parties display the rich culture of 
their ancient ancestors. The festival included a musical parade performed by all participating countries, 
in which each nation paraded with their own national instruments and national dances to the sound of 
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national music. The show parade is held at the same time every day, and at the beginning of the 
demostration you can see the national musicians of Uzbekistan, 
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our national dances to the sound of trumpets and circles. In the pavilion dedicated to each nation, they 
widely use the decoration of historical and architectural monuments. For example, in the Indian 
pavilion you can see the Taj Mahal ensemble.The festival attracts more and more participants and new 
events in each session so that hundreds of thousands of visitors can enjoy a happy atmosphere and 
remains a global platform for cultures to meet, relax and civilize. 


Registan architectural ensemble from Samarkand can be seen in the area reserved for Uzbekistan. The 
Uzbek pavilion is entered through an arched gate. There is a stage in front of it, and on this stage, 
beautiful melodies with Uzbek national musical instruments attract any passer-by. In addition, our 
national dance art is one of the most attractive among the participating countries in the festival, as can 
be seen from the visit of tourists led by dance and music. There are booths on the right side of the 
pavilion, where Uzbek artisans display their products and not only display their national handicrafts. 
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This feature is rarely observed in other participating countries. 
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Our national handicrafts include wood carving, pottery, jewelry, painting, miniatures, carving, and 
knife-making. In particular, the Uzbek knife-making craft has attracted the attention not only of the 
Arab people but also of all tourists visiting the festival. On the left side of the pavilion, there is Uzbek 
national cuisine. Even though the tandoor was specially brought from Uzbekistan to make delicious 
pies and somsa. It is important to note that in the Uzbek pavilion you can simultaneously watch a 
concert, eat and buy national handicrafts. This phenomenon can be observed in other countries as well. 
The festival showcased the true Islamic civilization of Sheikh Zayed, as well as the task of uniting the 
nations that unite the nations. 
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
